In answer to the Supreme Board’s appeals, to make this project a 
success and to immortalize the Lithuanian Catholic people’s devotion to 
the Blessed Virgin Mary by financially aiding to erect the Our Lady of 
Siluva Chapel, the Women’s Alliance Districts, Chapters and countless 
individual members made substantial donations. 


1964 — The Golden Jubilee Year Activities 


The organization’s 50th year began with the traditional membership 
drive and preparations were started throughout the Women’s Alliance to 
celebrate this very special year in various ways. 

With great pride, Supreme President E. Paurazas witnessed the signing 
of the first $110,000 check by Bishop V. Brizgys in special ceremonies in 
Washington, D.C., on January 7, 1964. This check, represented the united 
effort and determination of all Lithuanian Catholics in the United States 
to complete the Our Lady of Siluva Chapel as soon as possible. 

On February 2, 1964, a large gathering of Chicagoans honored Supreme 
Secretary, Mrs. Victoria Leone, and Supreme Treasurer, Mrs. Natalie Sa- 
tunas, for their contributions to the Alliance and to the Catholic 
Lithuanian-American community. 


Work on the Golden Jubilee Book Begun
